TENNESSEE SENATE 



House Will Now Consider It 
Monday When It Seems Sure 
To €S6 Tlurough

Nashville. Tenn., Aug. 14— The 
Teniicsx e Senate late Friday rat- 
ified the woman suffrage amend- 
ment. The vote was 25 to 4. 

The vote came after two luiur>' 
debate. Adoption of the resoliu 
tion was moved by Senator Has- 
ten, floor leader of the sufTi.i- 
gists. The opposition made a 
point of order that the legislature 
had no authority to act under tin- 
State constitution, but it was ov 
crrtiled by the Speaker. An :i\>- 
peal to the mcnihcrs on a motion 
to sustain the Speaker was car- 
ried. 27 to 5. 

Four menilK r- answered "pre--- 
bent, i>ut not votiiiL^." when the 
roll was called, and later two of 
them (one in favor of MitTrai^e 
and the other against it) explain- 
ed they were doubtful of the con- 
stittuional authority of the le-^is- 
lature to act. Mo>t of the debate 
had centered around this (jues, 
tion.

He asked all to 
fix a reasonable '.»r niininium 
price for their product, and' this 
w«.>uld be ])re ' ntt il. and if rt fe. - 
ed the product would be held and. 
sold direct to the consiimer at a 
fixed price. He stated this, in his 
opinion, was the most practical 
md profitable movement and his 
a'ldre-s w.is received with favor 
upon the part of many. At a late 
hour the delegates to the Lex. 
Migti II meeting had not been se- 
le. ted. Ih)wever, this will be done 
md they will be instructed ac- 
cording to the opinion of the 
L'-reat-'st number of ]iroducers of

A mighty factor in lowerin,^ 
the cost ot flour is in propect with 
a fuller development of the ship- 
hy-truck movement among mill 
operators and wheat growers, its 
advocates declares. 

They point out that already by 
use of the motor truck many mill- 
ers in the northwest are haiding 
directly to the mill from the 
threshing- outfit in the field, and 
thereby purchasing at from two 
^to five cents ^ below "mill door" 
]iricc. They cut their own haul- 
ing in many instances by carrying 
flour and feed to the farmers in 
the trucks going after the wheat. 
At the same time the^' build up 
their sales to the farmer. 

Time and labor saved in hand- 
ling wheat is an economic influ- 
ence that aflFects everyone of us, 
the Firestone Ship-hy-Truck Bu- 
reau, of Akron, Ohio, ,points out 
in a recent bulletin. "It reduces 
the CI. t of one of the most im- 
l)ortnat food staples. Develop- 
ment of the ship-by-truck idea 
among millers and farmers should 
aid housewife and baker in produc 
ing a larger loaf of bread for the 
same cost or in reducing the cost 
of the present loaf. Farmer, mill- 
er, baker and consumer share, in 
this saving. 

"Near Sacramento. Cal.. seven 
3-ton trucks replaced 45 teams in 
moving the wheat from a 23,000- 
acre farm. Here the problem was 
largely a matter of labor. The dri- 
vers are paid higher wages indi- 
vidually than teamsters. Seven 
men, however, did the work of 
-15. The crop was moved promptly 
to the mills, somethiiu^ which 
otherwise would have been im- 
possible. Other sections report 
the same general benefit from 
the use of the truck. 

"In Norwalk, Ohio, a small 
flour mill enjoys a lively trade 
V. ith grocers within a 25 to 30- 
mile radius by using motor trucks 
in delivery. A thriving business 
v.as re-established after the mill 
had been out of poeration for sev- 
eral years. This mill has proved 
especially successful in stimidat- 
ing wheat ])roduction in the com- 
munity by furnishing an active 
local market. Many other mills 
throughout the coimtry are help- 
ing to reduce the cost of produc- 
tion and distribution by truckpor- 
tation."

Predict Tires WUl 

Maintain Good Price 

i Car owners who are holding 
back ■ on the purchase of tire 
equipment in the hope of a reduc- 
tion in prices are likel3' to be dis- 
appointed. There is nothing- in the 
tire manufacturing situation to 
indicate a downward trend of tire 
costs.
